AFS student Hilary 
Hutton describes 
life in Germany 


Hilary Hutton, Upland’s AFS student in Germany des- 
cribes her experiences aboard for her parents in the / 
following excerpts from letters received. Highlight of her 
stay abroad is a week in Berlin with other American stu. 
dents, 

i 

“We heard two lectures while in Berlin (one from a for~ 
mer AFSer) that were very good in helping us to understand 
the Berlin situation and a divided Germany, I didn’t have any 
idea that Berlin was so big: 2.2 million people in the Wes- 
tern Sectors and 185 square miles (East Berlin is 155 sq. 
mi.). But we found out that West Berlin isn’t completely 
the bustling Western stronghold in East Germany that we 
thought it was, First of all there are problems in encourag- 
ing young people to remain in West Berlin. Twenty one per 
cent of the people are over 65; 1 In 5 is not working. A lack 
of housing and attracting industry are two problems tied up 
in this lack of young work force. Since the opportunites out. 
side Berlin are much better, Berlin stands to face somewhat 
of a crisis, Berliners have the lowest taxes in Germany, 
boys are free from military duty; the city helps people find 
housing, helps pay for moving and’even pays money to 
couples who agree to remain and raise t*eir family in Berlin. 

‘'The second problem is the physica] and mental separa. 
tion of the two parts of Berlin, In this aspect, the Com. 
munists Rave time on their side, All around Hausen and 
Oftenbach were placards urging everyone to remember friends 
and relatives at Christmas in an attempt to keep the tles 
that still do bind. Every third Berliner, for example, has 
relatives living beyond ‘‘The Wall’’, But a new generation 
is growing up behind the Wall now; the wall that’s now 
modernized and not such an eyesore anymore. We asked 
our lecturer if he felt penned up living in the island of West 
Berlin, He answered, ‘'No, certainly not. You get used to 
it.” But somehow that rang very ironically as I realized 
the connection with the Wall, We’re all getting used to the 
fact of its existence, 

‘twe also had an Interesting insight into the behind the 
scene confrontation of the East and West at the formal 
level of government, The one area in which they work 
closely together is air flight control, Also there are the 
borders and routes leading into West Berlin where the 
Fast Germans can make life very uncomfortable. Berlin 
still does stand as an undeniable symbol of the purposes 
of the Western powers, Therefore the East German govern- 
ment is doing all it can to play down the importance of 
West Berlin and destroy its symbolism as well as trying 
their’ best to make the East Germans satisfied. Our lec- 
turer had very good insight also into the strategies of the 
Communists in making their people content as well as 
‘thinking and feeling comnmunistic.” He seemed to think 
that the West knows quite a bit about what is actually 
happening behind the wall, 

“More than once during my year here I’ve heard people 
say, ‘Germany will never be reunited, It will never come 
to be.”* And so on, Maybe this is typical of a changing at- 
titude, The once burning desire to reunite Germany has 
become one of cool acceptance,” 

A pre-Lenten celebration was deseribed by Hilary in her 
latest letter home, ‘With the Christmas decorations barely 
packed away for another year Germany didn’t stop for a 
breath before the Pastnacht celebration, the period of about 
three weeks before Lent set aside for last minute merry- 

People, young and old, don costumes for parties or 
dances and in some parts of the country celebrate in Fast- 
nacht parades, all with the same attitude, ‘Tis the season 
to be jolly,”

Southland lakes get 
early trout plant 


The most massive trout 
stocking operation in Southern 
California history was carried 
out last week by the Depart. 
ment of Fish and Game. 

Within an eight-day period 
the DFG stocked 13 tons of* 
catchable-size rainbow trout 
in 22 Southland lakes and 
streams. 

In one phase of the opera. 
tion, 100,000 rainbows weigh. 
ing approximately 10 tons 
were trucked south from the 
DFG‘s Fish Springs Hatchery 
near Big Pine in Inyo County. 
The fish went into four lakes 
~~ Arrowhead, Big Bear and 
Gregory Lakes In San Bernar- 
dino County and Piru Lake in 
Ventura County. 

Five DFG tankers were used 
to transport the Fish Springs 
rainbows in a special shuttle 
operation that began Tuesday 
of last week and was comple. 
ted Tuesday, Feb. 27. 

An additional 30,000 catch. 
ables weighing three tons were 
routinely stocked from the 
DFG’s Mojave River Hatchery 
near Victorville. These fish 
went into 18 public trout wa. 
ters from San Diego County 
north to Ventura County. 

Planting out of the 100,000 
Fish Springs trout at this 
time was dictated by the fact 
that, because of construction 
delays, the DFG’s Fillmore

The soll on which one builds 
his garden has inore to do with 
its success than almost any oth- 
er thing, Prized plants can 
stroggie and decline in a poor 
soll. Not-so-prized plants might 
grow with vigor in-a good soil, 

If your soll dees need improv- 
ing, there is no better time to 
do it than now. Winter rains 
have usually penetrated enough 
to make digging easy, and dig 
ging is the only way to soil im- 
provement. The California As- 
sociation of Nurserymen rec- 
qanmends choosing a day when 
the ground is not too soggy 
from recent rains. 

The ills you look for and set 
out to improve are as follows 
Clay or adobe soil too compact- 
ed. Plants have trouble “breath- 
ing” in such soll and nutrients 
are £0 locked in that the aren't 
available to the roots, Soil poor- 
ly drained. This goes hand-in- 
hand with compaction, as wa- 
ter settles in low places and) 
stays there, Soll too sandy and 
joose. Here is the opposite of 
the above. Soil is like a sieve 
and won't hold water or food. 
And finally there is soil which 
is worn out and in need of 
trace elements and/or nutrients 

The remedy for compated or

a 
loose soil is the same -— burnus. 
Humus can be’ any organic mat- 
ter that Jeavens compacted soil 
or bulks up a sandy soil. The 
most commonly used humus is 
peat moss, followed by leaf 
mold, wood shavings, bark, rot- 
ted manure. Various commer- 
cial preparations such as de- 
composed granite and commer- 
cially prepared soil conditioners 
may be used in conjunction 
with humus to help clay soils 
retain their new structure, 

These should be worked in 
well and all clods should be 
broken to insure a thorough 
mixture of humus and soil. 

Improving a poorly drained 
soil can be done by digging 
down and breaking up hard pan 
that prevents the water from 
draining properly.
